HIS TRIAL, THOUGH, MUST WAIT 


May Not Be Reached Before the 
End of October, the District 
Attorney Says. 


District Attorney Jerome, returning 
from his fishing trip to Canada, 
Richard Mansfield White, brother 
Stanford White, on his way here to clear 
the =nemory of the murdered architect, 
reached New York yesterday morning at 
almost the same time.

Allen W. Evarts, the lawyer of the White 
family. Mr. Evarts will give Mr. Jerome 
all the private papers left by Stanford 
White which have any bearing on his 
acquaintance with Evelyn Thaw and her 
husband, Herry Kendall Thaw. 

That there would be any advancement 
of the Thaw case was emphatically denied 
by Mr. Jerome almost as soon as he 
reached the city. 

“Thaw will be treated just as any 
other -accused murderer would be,’’ the 
District Attorney declared. ‘‘ There are 
eighteen or nineteen homicide cases which 
have precedence over the Thaw case, and 
he will have to wait his turn. The chances 
are that it will be well along in October 
before his trial is called." 

The Whites Aiding Jerome.! 

The conference arranged between the 
White lawyer and the District Attorney 
marks the first move by the family of 
the murdered architect to co-operate with 
the authorities in the prosecution of the 
man responsible for his death. Until the 
conference is Over no statement will be 
made by the family. With the arrival of 
Richard Mansfield White it was believed 
that the rule of silence which has been 
observed since the tragedy in the White 
household would be broken, but the 
brother, going at once to the White home, 
121 East Twenty-first Street, went into 
retirement and refused to see visitors, 

Those who called were referred to Law- 
yer Evarts. Lawrence White, the son of 
the dead man, said that Mr. Evarts was 
the only one qualified to discuss the case, 
His uncle, who had not seen Stanford 
White for eight years, was not sufficient- 
ly posted to talk. 

Mr. Evarts was at the Manhattan Club 
yesterday. He admitted there that it was 
on his advice that the Whites were main- 
taining silence, and said that the time 
had not yet come for a statement. 

‘‘Many charges have been made as to 
the private life of Mr. White,” Mr. Ev- 
arts was reminded, “and so far not a 
single person has come forward to defend 
his name.” 

“The time has not yet come,” the law- 
yer replied. 

“It was freely reported some days ago, 
and the report was published,” a reporter 
said, “that Stanford White was heavily 
involved at the time of his death. The 
total of his indebtedness was put at $500,- 
000. If these reports are untrue is not 
this as good a time to deny them as any 
other? ”’ 

“There is nothing whatever to be said 
at this time.” 

“ Not even regarding the statement that 
he had overdrawn his account with the 
firm of McKim, Mead & White? ”’ 

“Please understand me,” Mr. Evarts 
answered, in a tone of finality, ‘‘ there 
is nothing to say just now regarding any 
report. When the proper time comes the 
proper statements will be made.” 

Although Mr. Evarts declined to discuss 
the financial affairs of the architect, it 
was learned from a source closely asso- 
ciated with the architectural firm of 
which Mr. White was a member that 
the reports regarding his financial af- 
fairs had been pictured as darker than 
they really were. 

White Could Have Paid Up.

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PANIC IN RIVER CRASH, 


Rush for Life Preservers When Pe 
| gasus and Bergen Met. 


With a strong tide running and very 
little room in which to manoeuvre for 
docking at adjacent piers, the Lacka- 
wanna ferryboat Bergen and the Coney 
| Island steamer Pegasus came in collision 
| yesterday shortly after noon in the North 
River, 

The Pegasus was on her way to the 
island from the 129th Street pier, and was 
trying to dock at Twenty-second Street 
j} to take on passengers. The Bergen was 
| headed from the Jersey shore for the 
Twenty-third Street ferry. 

Aboard the Bergen the crew say that 
their Captain sounded two whistles for 
the right of way. But the Pegasus seemed 
to disregard the signal. The Bergen’s 
Captain signaled the engineer to back, 
but it was then too late. The Pegasus 
and the Bergen came together with a 
crash that sent men, women, and children 
on both vessels into panic. 

As the vessels swung away from each 
other their Captains headed them for 
| their adjacent berths, and with some little 
difficulty swung them in. 

In case either the Bergen or the Pega- 
sus had been injured below the waterline 
her passengers would have had enough 
time to reach the piers and safety, so 
well were both vessels handled after the 
collision. 

But the impact of the Bergen amidships 
of the Pegasus was so great that there 
was a rush for the life preservers on both 
vessels. Men helped women and children 
into the cork jackets and many then 
strapped them on themselves. 

When the passengers were landed the 
Pegasus was found to have been so badly 
battered above the water line that it was 


decided to lay her up for repairs. Her 
passengers continued their trip to Coney 
Island on another steamer. The Bergen 
was put back on her run later in the 
afternoon.

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200-FOOT FERRY RACK 
SINKS ABOVE TUNNELS 


But Collapse of a Pennsylvania 
East River Tube Is Denied. 


75-FOOT PILES DISAPPEAR 


Ferry Silp, Where a “Blow-Out” Oc 
curred Recently, a Wreck—In- 
quirers Discouraged. 


One of the ferry racks of the East Thir- 
ty-fourth Street Ferry sank almost out of 
sight yesterday afternoon in Ferry Slip 
No. 4, where the first blowout occurred in 
the Pennsylvania Railroad's tunnels under 
the East River. At the time of this blow- 
out, when the compressed air in Tube D 
forced its way through the river bed be- 
neath the ferry slip, half a dozen of the 


| piles sagged, and it was seen that the tun- 


nelers had undermined the racks of this 
slip. 

This was several weeks ago. Since then 
the piles of the ferry rack have been sink- 
ing, and the foundation of the ferry bridge 
has also sunk several inches. Yesterday 
the entire ferry rack in the south slip 
went down until only the tops of the piles 
were visible, 

There was a scow in the ferry slip when 
the rack sank yesterday afternoon. The 
suction was so great when the rack went 
down that it almost carried the scow 
down also, the water rushing over the 
decks and almost sinking the craft. A 
tug went to the scow’s assistance and 
towed her out of danger, It was then 


| seen that the new ferry slip would have 


to be reconstructed. 

Passengers on the ferryboatsg of the 
East Thirty-fourth Street line crossed and 
recrossed the river for the purpose of 
seeing the wrecked ferry slip. They sur- 
mised that there was more trouble in the 
tunnel and that the accident probably 
meant the flooding of the completed sec- 
tion of Tube D of the four tunnels, 

The tunnel contractors’ gatemen dented 
that the tube had been flooded, and de- 
clared that the sinking of the ferry rack 
was due to the work of the dock build- 
ers who had been engaged to reconstruct 
the ferry slip. They. said that the ferry 
rack had sunk several. months ago, 
While it was true that it did sink a few 
feet then, it was not until yesterday that 
it became a complete wreck by sinking 
twenty-five feet or s0 more. 

A Times reporter, having in mind the 
desire of S. Pearson & Son, the contract- 
ors, to furnish all proper information 
about the progress of the work, tried to 
pass the gate to seek the Superintendent. 

“That's a reporter,” cried the gatekeep- 
er. ‘“‘ Turn him back quick.’’ And a po- 
liceman was called to hasten the report- 
er's exit. 

The police were told that “the accident ” 
was not serious, 

Ernest W. Moir, Vice President of the 
Pearson Contracting firm, lives at the 
Netherland Hotel, but was said to be out 
of town last night. ‘ ¥ 

When darkness set in a pile driver and 
several scows with dock building material 
towed into the ferry slip. A gang of 
seventy men was put to work. They said 
that the wreckage would be cleared away 
as speedily as possible. ’ 

The ferry rack which sank is about 200 
feet long, and is built of piles lashed to- 
gether and bolted to make up one-half 
of the ferry cradle. The piles were from 
75 to 100 feet long. It will probably re- 
quire several days to get the slip cleared 
of the wreckage. 

The accident did not greatly interfere 
with the ferry service, as traffic was 
light. Boats were run from two of the 
new ferry slips all day and night at 
ten-minute intervals, 


THREAT TO FLOOD THE TUNNEL. 


Engineers’ and Firemen’s Delegates 
Angry Over Conditions There. 


Delegates of the Engineers’ and Ec- 
centric Firemen’s Unions talked of their 
grievances against the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road’s contractors who are building the 
East River tunnels at a meeting of the 
Central Federated Union yesterday, and 
threatened to call out their men. This 
they said would flood the tunnels and 
put back the work for years. 

The contractors were denounced and 
complaints were made of dangerous con- 
ditions in all the tunnels. The principal 
complaint, however, was against the tun- 
nel at the foot of Bast Thirty-third 
Street, where a “blow out” occurred 
recently. 

Mathew McConville, delegate of the 
Safety Engineers’ Union, went over a 
good deal of the evidence submitted to 
the Coroner last week. He went into a 
long denunciation of the tunnel con- 
tractors. James Holland, delegate of the 
Eccentric Firemen’s Union, declared that 
if the men in the Thirty-third Street 
tunnel were not organized the unions 
would be obliged to call out the firemen 
and engineers. 

“This wiJl flood the tunnel so that it 
will be years before it is completed,” he 
said. ‘‘ The non-union men, however, will 
be notified so that they can leave the 
tunnel in good time before a strike is or- 
dered. 

“We want union men in the tunnel and 
safeguards for the worker. The engineers 


and firemen will have to come together 
to deal with this.” 

A committee was appointed to see Act- 

ing Mayor McGowan, and ask that he in- 
stitute at once the official investigation 
of the tunnels which Mayor McClellan 
was asked to order before he went to 
| Europe.’ Holland said that Mayor Mc- 
{Clellan had promised to confer with the 
| District Attorney and Corporation Coun- 
| sel in the matter, but went to Europe in 
| too great a hurry to do so, 

“The engineers and firemen will make 
every possible attempt to organize the 
men in the Thirty-third Street tunnel be- 
fore ordering a strike,’"’ Holland said after 
the meeting, “ but In case u strike is nec- 
essary, the non-union men will be notified 
In good time.”

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ROOSEVELT HOME AGAIN. 


The President at Oyster Bay for the 
Summer—Camera Men Balked. 


OYSTER BAY, July’ 1.—President 
Roosevelt is at Sagamore Hill for the 
Summer. He was met at the station this 
morning by Mrs. Roosevelt and Kermit, 
who had attended early communion, His 
journey from Washington ended with the 
three-mile drive to Sagamore Hill, where 


he remained throughout the day. The 
annual return of President Roosevelt met 
the approval of his Oyster Bay neigh- 
bors, who are planning to make much of 
him in their celebration on the Fourth.. 

When the President stepped from the 
train Kermit greeted him, Mrs. Roose- 
velt waiting in the wagonette. Ex-Sheriff 
Jerome Johnson cut one more notch in 
his record of being the first of the towns- 
people to shake the President’s hand, and 
many others in the little Sunday morn- 
ing gathering at thg station uttered 
words of greeting and welcome. The at~- 
tempt of a man with a camera to snap 
the President as he took his seat beside 
Mrs. Roosevelt was stopped by Secret 
Service men. 

The special train, which left Washington 
shortly after midnight, reached Jersey 
City just before 8 o'clock this morning, 
Breakfast had been served, and the 
party immediately went aboard the tug 
Lancaster, on which the transfer to the 
Long Island City station was made. An- 
other special train was taken, which 
reached Oyster Bay at 9:20. 

Secretary Loeb left the party at Long 
Island City to meet Mrs. Loeb from Al- 
bany. They reached the Wright cottage, 
which they are to occupy for the Sum- 
mer, in the afternoon.

SPENT $5,000 IN 16 HOURS. 


Not Riotously, but for Seeds and 
Things Because Congress Said So.

RENO, Nev., July’ 1.—To spend $5,000 
between the hours of 8 in the morning 
and midnight last night was the problem 
which confronted Dr. J. BE. Stubbs, Presi- 
dent of the University of Nevada, yester- 
day. 

The $5,000 was appropriated by Con- 
gress for the benefit of the university 
experiment station. At 8 o'clock Dr. 
Stubbs received a telegram from In- 
spector True at Washington, notifying 
him of the appropriation, and stating 
that the money must be expended be- 
fore July 1. Immediately upon the re- 
ceipt of the dispatch President Stubbs 
set about the task of getting rid of the 
money. Needed supplies, seeds, &c., for 
the station were purchased, and Dr, 
Stubbs had no difficulty In spending the 
money to good advantage before the ex- 
piration of the time limit. 

The Agricultural bill passed by Congress 
appropriativg $5,000 to the 
stations of the various universities in the 
country in addition to the $15,000 allowed 
by the passage of the Adams Dill, was 
made inéffective by a decision ‘of the 
United States Treasurer, who declared 
that the additional $5,000 was not availa- 
ble. Congress then took the matter up 
again, and added the $5,000 amendment to 
the Adams bill. This passed yesterday, 
but owing to the regulations of the Adams 
bill, of which it became a part, $5,000 as 
well as $15,000 had to be expended during 
the fiscal year which closed at midnight 
yesterday.

PREDICTS CANAL FAILURE. 


Engineer Says It Cannot Be Built Un- 
der Existing Conditions, 


; Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, July 1.—"‘ I do not belleve 
that the Government can possibly con- 
struct the Panama Canal under prevail- 
ing conditions. I am further corvinced 
that no such conditions can’ be brought 
about as will enable the Government to 
complete this stupendous task.”’ 

The above was the emphatic expression 
to-day of George T. Kenly, former agsist- 
ant engineer to the Panama Canal Com- 
mission and son of Major William L. 
Kenly of this city. Mr. Kenly has just re- 
turned from the Isthmus after having 
made a thorough examination into the 
situation. throughout the Canal Zone. 

Mr. Kenly was first.sent to Panama 
City, then was assigned to special work at 


Empire, headquarters of the engineering 
and construction Goparkment. and was 
afterward placed with the department of 
water works and sewers, In this way he 
had an opportunity of becoming acquaint- 
ed with every phase of the enterprise. He 
says the health department is doing mag- 
nificent work, but adds: 

‘*T regret, however, that the same can- 
not be said of the engineering and con- 
struction department. The great force 
of engineers and foremen in the Canal 
Zone lacks practical Knowledge. There

The late hour of the New York’s ar- 
rival at Plymouth resulted in the es- 
cape of many persons. The Iiner car- 
ried more than sixty travelers for Lon- 
don, but about a score of them elected 
to travel comfortably to Southampton 
on the ship in preference to making 
the late landing at Plymouth and hav- 
ing the long night ride across the coun- 


try. 

The steamer reached Plymouth at 
9:35 o’clock last night, ‘and half an 
hour later there was a tender alongside 
to receive passengers. Several who 
had their baggage packed decided at 
the last moment to remain aboard. The 


run across the Atlantic had been pleas- 
ant, and there were many cheery part- 
ings when the passengers for London 
transferred to the waiting tender, 
which steamed for the Devonport land- 
ing, where the express was being made 
up. 
Passengers Noticed High Speed. 


The train consisted of a powerful ex- 
press engine, three first-class corridor 
coaches, and one combination guards’ 
van and buffet. The passengers were 
soon entrained, and at 11:80 the ex- 
press pulled out. A clear track was 
given for the run of 230 miles to Lon- 
don, on which the express generally 
maintains an average speed of a mile a 
minute. Driver Robins quickly gave 
the engine her head. . 

All went well until the train reached 
Salisbury, although some passengers 
had at various points remarked the 
very high rate of speed, one or two 
even expressing some alarm, and those 
taking supper on the train expertenc-

the line enter and leave the station on 
a curvé, but where it crosses Fisher- 
ton Street the line takes a slight rise 
in order to clear the dipping roadway 
below. It was practically at this pomt 
that the engine jumped the rails. 

At the scene of the catastrophe there 
are five lines of rails. Two are main 
lines, two others are devoted to local 
traffic, and the fifth is a siding. Of 
these five lines only two were occupied 
at the time of the accident. A milk 
train laden with empty cans was leis- 
urely entering the station in the oppo- 
site direction to the express, while at 
the entrance of the siding was a soli- 
tary locomotive. 

In the meantime the express, which 
was due to run through with an empty 
line of rails on either side of her, came 
pounding along, swaying heavily owing 
to the enormous speed. Night Inspect- 
or Spicer, on the station platform, 
watch, in hand, followed her course 
with his eye, and was horrified to see 
the train leave the rails. 

The giant engine leaped from the 
track and jumped across the adjoining 
track, striking with terrific force and 
destroying the guards’ van of a milk 
train that was slowly steaming in tle 
opposite direction, and killing a guard 


occupying the van. 
The engine then plunged against the 


standards and-~ girders of the bridge. 
The bridge withstood the impact, and 
the engine rebounded and crashed into 
another engine standing on another 
track, overturned, and stopped. The 
wreckage of the two engines interlocked 
in a great mass of broken and twisted 
steel and jron. Throughout the wild 
plunging of the engine Driver Robins 
remained in his cab. Hours afterward 
his charred body was found over the 
*trebox. 
Coaches Are Demolished. 

The first coach shot over the engine, 
the first shock having wrecked the 
connections, and careened onward until 
\t was hurled against the parapet of 
the bridge and smashed into frag- 
ments, killing or maiming almost every 
occupant. One man was shot through 
the window, ¢leared the parapet, and 
fell dead in the street below. 

The second coach rolled toward a sta- 
tionary train and practically destroyed 
itself before its wild flight was ended. 
The third coach left the rails, encoun- 
tered some obstruction, overturned, 
and collapsed. 

The guards’ van and buffet, the rear- 
most car, was saved by the courage and 
quickness of Guard Richardson. With 
the first shock he jumped forward and 
set the brakes. The van plowed for- 
ward, injuring some of its occupants, 
but practically maintained its equilib- 
rium. 

The surviving passengers and train- 
men describe .the-soeunds -of-the wreck 
as like the discharge of a ‘series of 
heavy guns of varied calibre. 

Within: some twent} seconds the 
whole train became a chaotic mass of 
wreckage. The ironwork of the bridge 
parapet was twisted out of all shape 
and a yrortion of it was detached and 
fell to the pavement. 

The locomotive had finally turned 
turtle and lay, broken-backed, in the 
midst of torn-up rails. Carriages were 
piled up, the stationary engine, which 
had been struck, tilted toward the con- 
crete platform with the wreckage of 
one carriage on its top, and the engine 
and tender of the express almost locked 
into the stationary engine, everything 
being smashed and splintered with the 
exception of the guards’ van of the 
express. 

Line Known to be Unsafe. 

The directions to engine drivers over 
this portion of the line is not to ex- 
ceed a speed of thirty miles an hour; 
but it is alléged that calculations based 
on the times at which different signal 
boxes were passed by the express 
showed that this speed was exceeded. 
Unfortunately, both the engine driver 
and the stoker are dead, and therefore 
it may be difficult to obtain reliable 
evidence on this point. 

The horror of the scene was intensi- 
fied by fears of fire. Flames shot up 
from the furnace of the overturned en- 
gine and set fire to débris in the vicin- 
ity and a considerable escape of gas 
from the reservoirs underneath the 
train. Officials, however, with the 
greatest promptitude brought hose into 
play, checked the flames at the outset, 
and turned off the gas. 


Relief Is Quickly Given. 

Relief came quickly. The police, at- 
tracted by the nolse, called ambulances 
and surgeons and warned the hospitais 
to =repare to receive the injured. The 
railway yard quickly filled with police, 
doctors, nurses, tfainmen, and volun- 
teers. The darkness and destruction 
meade the work of rescue exceedingly 
difficult. Lamps and torches were 
brought to light the desolate scene. 

Instead of the shrieks that might 
have been expected; ominous silence 
reigned. Station Master Lawrence says 
this was what most struck him on ar- 
riving at ‘the spot. Both the injured 
and the uninjured seemed too heavily 
stricken or too dazed by the sudden- 
ness of the tragedy to utter even a 
murmur. The waiting rooms of the 
station were hastily prepared for use 
as surgeries or mortuaries. 

In the carriages huddled in wreck- 
age almost urder the wheels of the up- 
turned engine, were the most dead. 
| The bodies of nine men and five women 
were taken out soon after the accl- 
dent. The driver and firemen wero 
dead in their cab. These were all 
taken to the waiting room and severul 
of the injured were dispatched to the 


| infirmary, which was not far distant. 


Compartments Make Rescue Hard. 
| The work of rescue proceeded slowly 
{until the arrival of bréakdown gangs 
‘from London and Exeter, 


vealed. At one end of a compartment 
several bodies were jammed together. 
It was six or eight hours before it was 
possible to remove them. 

In one part of the coach the Sentell 
family, from New York, were traveling 
together, of whom only Hdward W. 
Sentell was found alive three hours 
after the accident. Some water was 
hended him through a hole in the car- 
riage, and shortly afterward he was 
puiled out and taken to the infirmary 
bleeding profusely from a scalp wound 
and with his left leg badly fractured. 


Grief of Mrs. Cossitt. 


The sobbing and cries of young Mrs. 
Cossitt wrung tears from many of 
the men among the rescuers. She 
herself was little hurt, but her hus- 
band was so severely injured that, 
though still alive, his case was seen to 
be hopeless, He died shortly after be- 
ing taken to she infirmary, and the 
bereaved bride was taken to the resf- 
dence of a local doctor, whence she sub- 
sequently went to friends in London. 

Among the dead is Keeler, the “ hu- 
man enigma.” He had telegraphed to 
his aged mother in London from Plym- 
outh of his expected arrival. 

Throughout the day the scene was 
visited by thousands of people coming 
by motor car, by railroad, or on bicy- 
cles. An immense gang of men with a 
powerful equipment of trains worked 
all day long clearing away the débris, 
and about 8 o’clock this afternoon .a 
train got through. 


Express Sympathy for America. 


The’ Mayor of Salisbury telegraphed 
to American Ambassador Whitelaw 
Reid at London heartfelt sympathy on 
behalf of the citizens of the town with 
the whole American Nation. Similar 
expressions of sympathy were voiced in 
the sermons in all the Salisbury 
churches. 

The chimes of Salisbury Cathedral, 
built 200 years before Columbus dis- 
covered America, were rung to-night 
for the dead. The accident happened 
under the very #hadow of its beautiful 
spire. 

The Bishop of Salisbury, preaching © 
in the cathedral, expressed deep sym- 
pathy with the bereaved. He said the 
terrible accident bad sobered all whe 
had heard of it end made them feel the 
truth of the words “in the midst of 
life we are in death.” Whatever the 
cause of disaster, the Bishop said, it 
was clearly connected with the general 
desire of the age to travel rapidly—to 
be iti New York one day and in London 
five days later, 

The cause of the accident is still in 
doubt. It is suggested that the wheels 
of the engine failed to take the switch 
or that a wheel or axle broke. A care- 
ful examination may affoHrsomne err- 
dence. It is expected that the inquest 
will be opened to-morrow and a Board 
of Trade inquiry later will fully inves- 
tigate. 

The train was regarded as having 
been light for high speed; but it is no- 
torious that trains always syay and 
Shake going at any speed over this 
curve. Much criticism is likely to be 
evoked by the fact that latterly there 
has been sharp speed competition be- 
tween the London & Southwestern and 
the Great Western line, which are ri- 
vals for the traffic between London 
and Plymouth. 

Usually at the Salisbury curve steam 
is shut off and the brakes are applied, 

Several of the dead and injured were 
caught in compartments, and it was 
necessary to saw away the partitions 
in crder to effect their release. Others 
were caught under heavy wreckage, 
Several of the bodies were badly man- 
gled and one woman was decapitated. 

Early reports had it that William 
Payne Thompson of New York was 
among the killed, and J. P. Morgan 
hurried down in an automobile to at- 
tend to the body of his friend. The 
report proved to be untrue, as Mr. 
‘Thompson was not among the passen- 
gers. W. H. ‘Thompson, who was 
killed, was a second-class cabin pas- 
senger, 

J. Ridgeley Carter, Secretary of the 
American Embassy, came down on a 
special train to aid the wounded and 
assist in the idantification of the dead. 

The London and Southwestern Rail- 
way Company has issued a statement 
saying that the cause of the accident 
is unknown. 


News Reaches the Liner. 


SOUTHAMPTON, July 1.—On the ar- 
rival here this morning of the steamer 
New York with her remaining passen- 
gers on deck leaning over the rail and 
chatting gayly, looking for friends 
ashore to meet them, the company’s of- 
ficials stepped aboard with letters and 
telegrams. 

Suddenly a woman passenger on the 
promenade deck was seen to fall to the 
deck, sobbing hysterically. She had a 
telegram in her hands, and her fellow- 
passengers flocked around to offer sym-< 
pathy in a supposed personal bereave- 
ment. They then learned the terrible 
fate that had overtaken their compan- 
ions on the voyage from New York, 
whom they had expected to meet in 
London. “The news’ soon spread over 
the ship and cast a gloom on the land- 
ing and entraining for London of the 
passengers. The officlals were able to 
supply only the barest outlines of the 
disaster to the anxious inquirers. 

American Consul Swalin, addressing 
the passengers, said: ‘ You had no op- 
portunity of going to church this 
morning, but you can thank God you 
remained aboard.”

Mr. McClellan will remain in London a 
week, and then will join his wife in Paris. 

G. 8. Hobart, nephew of the late Vice 
President Garret A. Hobart, who has ar- 
rived in London says: ‘“‘My wife and I, 
in company with Mrs. G. H. VY. Allen, 
were sitting together when the crash 
came Mr. Allen had just stepped out, 
and was badly injured. I judge the train 
was running at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour. Mrs. Hobart’s ankle was jammed 
between two seats, but she is not serious- 
ly injured. Men were obliged to use axes 
and crowbars to release her.”

Death of Frederick H. Cossitt. 

The death of Frederick H. Cossitt of 
New York was perhaps the most pathetic 
feature of the disaster. He and his bride, 
who is the daughter of Justice Dugro 
of New York, were on their wedding tour, 
and after visiting the principal points of 
interest in Europe expected to return 
New York In October. They traveled in 


company with friends, who on the arrival 
of tne New York at Plymouth did their 
best to persuade the young couple not to 
leave the ship at such a late hour, but to 
proceed to Southampton. Mr. Cossitt, be- 
ing a bad sallor, insisted on landing. 
Mrs. Cossitt arrived in London to-night 
and is staying with friends in Park Lane. 

When Mrs. Cossitt reached London she 
was almost in a state of collapse. She 
gave her friends the following account of 
‘* We were the only occu- 
pants of the carriage. I was lying on a 
seat with my head on my husband's knee, 
and we both were asleep. Suddenly I

NEW YORK BRIDEGROOM KILLED 


Mr. Cossitt Wed Miss Dugro—Other 
Victims of the Wreck. 


Among the persons killed in the wreck 
of the American Line Express at Salis- 
bury, England, yesterday morning, were 
some well-known in New York. Others 
were prominent in other American cities. 
Below are details about the victims: 

FREDERICK HENRY COSSITT mar- 
ried Miss Antonia Dugro, daughter of 
Justice P. H. Dugro, two weeks ago to- 
day in the ballroom of the Hotel Savoy. 
The bridegroom was 21 and the bride 19. 
The wedding was a particularly beautiful 
one, and the young people were started on 

their honeymoon under the happiest cir- 
cumstances, Mr. Cossitt is the second 
person present at his wedding to lose his 
life in tragic fashion. Stanford White, 
who was murdered last Monday night, 
was one of the guests at the wedding. 

Mr. Cossitt was the grandson of one of 
New York’s old merchant princes. His 
father and mother died when he was a 
child,‘and he was raised by his aunt, Mrs. 
A. D. Juilliard of 16 West Fifty-seventh 
Street. His grandmother, Mrs. Wright 
, Gillies of 158 West Thirty-fourth Street, 
is still ving. She is at her Summer home 
on Long Island, and was informed of the 
tragedy by telegraph yesterday by Justice 
Dugro, who received this cable dispatch 
from his daughter: 

“Fred killed instantly tn railroad acci- 
dent. I was not injured. Will return im- 
mediately with body.” 

The young man was the last of his line.

ACCUSED BY YOUNG GIRLS. 


Henry A. Short and a Woman Held by | 
the Polioe—Many Girl Victims. 


Henry Alfred Short, giving his address 
as 258 West Fifty-fifth Street, was a pris- 
oner in the West Side Court yesterday, 
charged with assaulting Charlotte Fita- 
simmons of 582 Sixth Avenue and Helen 
Walsh of 823 Seventh Avenue, young 
girls, who gave their ages as 14 years, 
and looked even younger. Arraigned 
with Short was a woman who gave the 
name Barbara Livingston. She is ac- 
cused of maintaining a disorderly resort 
in Sixth Avenue. 

The arrests were made by detectives of 
the West Forty-seventh Street Station, 
acting at the instance of the Children’s 
Society. The detectives say that in Mrs. 
Livingston's house they found books con- 
taining names and addresses and tele- 
phone numbers of both men and women, 
and that the names of the former will 
make a stir if the books are produced in 
court, as they probably will be. In |} 
Short’s rooms, they declare, they also 
found many letters evidently from very 
young girls. 

Short, the police say, fled to the roof 
and attempted to jump off it when he! 
was arrested. He is a neat, blond-mus-; 
tached man of about 47 years of age. In 
the police station he made a great fuss | 
about his arrest, declaring that he was a | 


“gentleman of means’”’ and a member of | 
the University Club.

the question of whether the demands 
for money are excessive. 

This is as if the spending and the 
earning departments of a great private 
business were practically in the hands 
of different men, with different views 
and interests and with no adequate 
central supervision and control. The 
Standard Oil or the Steel Corporation 
would go to irretrievable ruin in a very 
short time under such conditions. In 
the case of the Government, there is, of 
course, no such danger. The revenue 
can always, sooner or later, be in- 
creased if necessary, and the expendit- 
ures can be crudely cut if a deficit is 
in sight. But the country is immensely 
rich and the revenue does not readily 
shrink to an inconvenient point. The 
real evil is in a certain amount of 
avoidable waste, and in a lop-sided way 
of apportioning money to the various 
requirements, so that the most impera- 
tive may be neglected and the least im- 
portant-may be favored. In a word, 
the system is in the main excessively 
unbusinesslike. It is the system of a 
young, wealthy, rather reckless coun- 
try. No European Government of even 
the second or third class has such a 
system, or would tolerate it. The Fi- 
nance Minister has practically the init- 
tiative and the decision as to both ex- 
penditure and revenue, and is respon- 
sible for the net result to the Legislat- 
ure, and his party is responsible to the 
country. That arrangement is not 
practicable in: the United States, and 
| we are far from suggesting the experi- 
| ment of a radical change in our fiscal 
organization. But we do think that a 
| budget committee might be appointed, 
| with general supervision of measures 
‘involving either the spending or the 
| raising of money, with a provision that 
such measures should not be considered 
| by the House until such a committee 
had had the opportunity of considera- 
tion and report. Some such arrange- 
ment will sooner or later, we are con- 
vinced, be found indispensable.

THE NEW CIVILIZATION. 


It may be that the future holds in store 
for New York and her sister States of 
New England, with which she is so close- 
ly identified by race, history, and location; 
such economic changes that the Anglo- 
Saxon spirit of their institutions will give 
place to a new ideal, resulting from 4 
composite of the Irish, German, Italian, 
Scandinavian, Hungarian, and Russian 
Jew, and doubtless we should be broad 
enough to admit that the new civilization 
may prove to be better than the old.— 
Chief Census Clerk W. 8. Rossiter in 
The Review of Reviews for July. 


Mr. Rossitpr finds confirmation in 
the inter-State migration statistics for 
the belief that the native Eastern rural 
stock which has hitherto fed New York 
City and the States of the West and 
the Southwest is fast disappearing, and 
the rural communities are being filled 
by foreigners and their children of all 
nationalities, who are not at present 
in harmony with the spirit of the insti- 
tutions created by the native stock. In 
the census Statss of 1905 the statistics 
uf 514 counties, or one-fifth of all the 
counties in the United States, are now 
accessible, and 38.4 per cent. of these 
counties show shrinkages in population 
for the past five years, as compared 
with 17.8 per cent. from 1895 to 1900. 

The loss is invariably in the rural 
counties, and to that must be added the 
shifting which cannot now be accurate- 
ly stated, of the native and foreign 
stocks. In rural New York the chil- 
dren of native parents are becoming ap- 
preciably fewer, and are migrating be- 
sides. If tests in Otsego and Putnam 
may be relied upon as applied to 28 
rural counties, while their population 
increased by 115,632 in forty years, the 
population under ten years decreased 
74,189. Each of these counties, how- 
ever, shows less population than at 
some previous stage of its history; and, 
altogether, New York has increased in 
city population 12.4 per cent. in the 
last five years, while it declined in the 
rural counties 3.6 per cent.—the decline 
being at the rate of 87,000 per decade, 
as compared with a loss of 80,000 for 
the ten years preceding 1900. 

The urban growth and the rural 
losses in New York, in Massachusetts, 
in Iowa, and in Kansas, which the com- 
pleted tables may show to be fairly 
typical of other great sections of the 
Union, are accelerating. The advance 
in science and the arts and fn facilities 
of transportation doubtless means, ex- 
cept fn the richer farming sections, that 
the cities of the United States will con- 
tinue to grow and the rural communi- 
ties to docrease in population yet more 
rapidly. If, as Mr. Rosstrpr intimates, 
the less desirable farms of the Dast 
are becoming the property of foreign- 
ers while their native owners abandon 
them for more fertile fields of enter- 
prise, and if, as is well known, the less 
skilled trades and occupations are being 
flooded with foreigners, no one need de- 
spair of the Republic. The American 
type has always been a composite of 
many nations. We think it has al- 
ways improved, and we are quite wili- 
ing to beileve with Mr. Rossitrgr that 
the “new civilization” will be better 
than the old. But the English common 
law, and kindred institutions derived 
from Teutoaic, Latin, and Hebraic 
sources, will remain. 


THE GRIEVANCE OF GERMANY. 

Undoubtedly Germany has a certain 
cause of complaint against the United 
Government promised, 
when the operation of the advanced 
German tariff was postponed at our 
request, to ask Congress to make two 
changes in the customs law which were 
not within the power of the Executive, 
namely, to remit penalties for under-

more than 5 per cent., and to treat 
goods consigned to this country on the 
same basis as goods bought abroad and 
imported. 

The State Department secured the 
approval of the Treasury Department 
for these changes, and Secretary SHaw 
urged their adoption on Congress. But 
Congress adjourns without taking ac- 
tion. The German press complains that 
this is an indication of bad faith, and 
it is reported that some representations 
have been made by the German Gov- 
ernment. If the latter be true, it is ex- 
tremely improbable that they go so 
far as to suggest bad faith, for the Ger- 
man Government knows as well as our 
own Department of State that it Is not 
within the power of the Executive to 
determine the action of Congress, and 
it is quite certain that the Executive 
never undertook to do more than to 
urge the matter on Congress. All the 
same, the situation is distinctly made 
worse by the failure of Congress to act. 
The changes were not in themselves 
important, but they were interesting

to the Germans, and were presented as 
bearing on the complaints of German 
merchants of unfair and harsh dis- 
crimination toward them by our Cus- 
toms officers. It will naturally be 
harder for Secretary Root to arrive at 
an understanding with Germany, and 
that Power will be entitled to treat our 
claims with more severity than if its 
requests in ‘this matter had been 
heeded, A tariff war with Germany is 
among the logical possibilities in con- 
sequence of the “stand pat”’ policy of 
the past session. 


PARALLELING THE PANAMA CANAL 

The entertaining idea of a second 
canal between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific Oceans before dirt has begun 
to fly upon the first is set afloat a lit- 
tle in advance of the heated season. A 
task that is enough even for President 
RoosfveE tT and this billion-dollar coun- 
try is something too much for punier 
wielders of Ulysses’s bow. The United 
States hed its pick of routes, and is 
unable to see its way clear to complet- 
ing its plans at a cost of several hun- 


/idred millions, a few score of millions 


more being of no importance. Now 
comes the idea that Colombia will take 
its revenge for the loss of Panama by 
promoting a competitive canal. The 
Colombian Army will build it at a cost 
of $70,000,000. Sympathetic sister re- 
publics will assist, contributing their 
armies, which will be paid as much for 
digging as for fighting, and pay will be 
taken in scrip and franchises. After 
France has failed, and before the 
United States has succeeded! 

It is impossible to laugh over any- 
thing so stupid. Nor is it possible to 
worry even over the idea that envious 
Burope covertly backs the scheme. 
Treaty obligations will prevent any 
second canal. If it were actually con- 
structed instead of threatened it would 
ruin whoever owned it. The world 
has need of one Panama Canal, but it 
has nu need of two, at least not for a 
hundred years. The one necessary Pan- 
ama Canal will be a United States 
Canal for reasons of National interest. 
If there were a second canal, and if 
there were no other way of putting it 
out of business, free transit through 
the United States route would be of- 
fered. This would leave the happy pos- 
sessors of the hypothetical opposition 
route the pleasing task of paying fixed 
charges upon whatever millions of cap- 
ital had been expended, and without 
the National considerations which rec- 
oncile the United States to assuming a 
similar burden, independently of the 
benefits to commerce. And, if the pow- 
er to carry such a burden were equal 
to the disposition, the promoters would 
still have to consider the result of an- 
tagonizing the United States. It Is 
cruel to break a butterfly upon the 
wheel. It is as useless to reason about 
the proposition as it is difficult to laugh 
at it. The canard will be a long time 
dying, and it will take a new lease of 
life whenever anything goes wrong 
with the plans of the United States. 


DEGREES AND BENEFACTIONS. 

The lists of degrees bestowed during 
the commencement season are always 
interesting. They denote what sort of 
success is deemed worthy of recogni- 
tion and reward in the pure air of 
academio shades. Running through the 
awards and the accompanying eulogies 
we find an unusual proportion bestowed 
upon railway Presidents and bankers 
and others of distinction in purely ma- 
terial pursuits. 

This is in the old fashion, or rather 
in the neo-renaissance. The really new 
mode is to assume a lofty air toward 
all such success as beneath scholastic 
dignity, and worthy only of denuncia- 
tion from baccalaureate pulpits. We are 
not instituting comparisons into the 
relative merits of positions so antique 
as those of the last decade, or those 
so strictly up to date as to be fresher 
than even the Railway Rate bill or the 
meat scandal. Neither would we be so 
strict as to remark that a record for 
either accepting or rejecting tainted 
money within a twelvemonth ought to 
disqualify such lists as not being really 
and truly inspired by pure admiration 
for virtue. But it would be prudent to 
draw the line so as not to have degrees 
to distinguish earners and givers an- 
nounced in the same paragraph with 
their gifts. Such propinquity is embar- 
rassing to the admirers of pure virtue, 
and gives unnecessary assistance to the 
censorious. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


For a very simple 
solution of a_ very 
great problem The 
the Land. Loutsville Courtier- 

Journal has a very 
simple solution. Accepting as true the 
terrible descriptions by urban agitators 
and reformers of suffering thousands 
either out of employment or working for 
starvation wages in conditions that make 
life worthless and burdensome and hope 
impossible, it calls attention to the fact 
that Gov. Hocn recently made an almost 
passionate appeal to the railways to help 
the Kansas farmers by bringing to them 
at cheap rates the laborers they so des- 
perately need. So there is The Courier- 
Journal's solution, ready-made. Repeated 
good crops, it says, have made the farm- 
ing regions rich in everything except men 
to do the work, and therefore—“If the 
Socialists, the sociologists, and the Settle- 
ment workers wish to do their fellow-men 
a real service here is their chance. The 
Socialists can help the conditions of which 
they harangue so blatantly without up- 
setting the republican form of govern- 
ment, which they profess a hope to do. 
They can improve the status of the peo- 
ple of the tenements without having the 
Government confiscate all property. Send 
them to the farms. The thing ts simple. 
On the farms is work for thousands upon 
thousands of laborers. By influencing 
the strugglers of the city to go to the 
country you are not only helping them, 
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but the farmers, and you are not mero- 
ly helping these, but you doing your 
part to improve sooial ana economic oon- 
ditions in general, which means to bene- 
fit the whole race."" But is “the thing”’ 
quite as simple as The Courier-Journal 
thinks it thinks? The rural demand for 
labor is large at just this season, and 
the wages offered seem high, but the 
farms will not give all-the-year-round em- 
ployment to anything like the number of 
laborers wanted now, and the wages are 
not high enough to support a family 
through the twelve months. Mgst poor 
men must live constantly either in the 
city or in the country, and the movement 
of population for decades past is not to be 
explained by any mere preference for 
urban joys and excitements or by a gen- 
eral inappreciation of the faot that in 
some ways life on the farm, even for the 
farm laborer, is better than life in the 
tenements. Men go and remain where, all 
things considered, they can make the 
nearest possible approach to comfort and 
happiness—as they understand them. And 
it is hardly possible that millions should 
be mistaken for long periods in matters 
of this sort. From time out of mind and 
in every country every bright son of an 
agricultural laborer has become something 
else as soon as he could. There is sig- 
nificance in that.

ents are giving them for not enforcing the 
ordinances that prohibit such use of small 
explosives in the streets as has made 
miserable the lives of nervous people for 
a@ week or two past and will continue to 
do so until the Fourth of July has come 
and gone. The police cannot stop the 
boys from indulging ‘n this noisy and 
dangerous sport, he says, because when 
the policeman appears on the scene the 
sport ceases, and the correspondent’s sug- 
gestion ts that the sale of fireworks be 
prevented until a ‘‘ reasonable” time be- 
fore the festal day. It is quite true that 
to arrest all of the boys who are now 
making nuisances of themselves to many 
by a premature celebration of the coun- 
try’s birthday is impracticable, but it is 
also true that any policeman who chose 
to do so could capture a dozen or so of 
the offenders, and if this were done, and 
punishment of ponderable severity in- 
flicted, the multitude of little misde- 
meanants would soon realize the peril, if 
not the enormity, of their acts. As for 
the prohibition of sale, that is already 
restricted within limits considered “ rea- 
sonable"’ by the City Fathers, the rea- 
sonableness being determined for them, 
of course, by the pressure of one sort or 
another brought to bear by the dealers 
in fireworks. And the same pressure 
doubtless dims the eyes of the patrolmen 
to an offense that “‘ makes business’ for 
friends and neighbors. Right at the bot- 
tom of the evil, however, is the belief, 
much stronger and more widespread than 
the nervous folk suppose, that the fire- 
cracker is an amusing toy, that its snap 
is an agreeable sound, and that to make 
a lot of harsh noise is not at all a bad 
way to celebrate the Fourth of July. Of 
course, the method is barbarous, enor- 
mously expensive, and often fatal, but 
about three American adults out of four, 
and all American infants, like it and en- 
joy taking part in it. And there you are! 
The doctors may wall over the fees it 
brings them, the insurance companies 
may count up their losses, and the neu- 
rasthenics may write angry letters to the 
newspapers, but until the country comes 
to a different mind on the subject the 
thing is bound to go on every year.

This Toledo 
case is indeed a sad one, if observed from 
exactly the proper angle to bring out its 
pathos—the necessary position being, of 
course, that occupied by the prisoners— 
but it is much to be feared that the gen- 
eral public {s more inclined to smile at 
than to weep with them. The fact is that 
the. iceman has not endeared himself to 
the populace. Whether a corporation of- 
ficial or the driver of a big cart, he has 
been too apt to carry himself proudly and 
to excite uneasy questionings as to the 
relevance of bills rendered to ice deliv- 
ered. Therefore has the populace re- 
mained calm in the presence of this Tole- 
do tragedy, and, without taking much 
trouble to inform itself as to the merits 
of the particular case against these par- 
ticular icemen, has assumed that if the 
prisoners did not deserve sequestration 
for the acts charged, they did for others, 
and that it was therefore all right. We 
do not approve of this attitude of mind, 
but we confess to a comprehension of it.

TRAFFIC IN FEATHERS. 


Law Not Applicable to Imported 
Plumage—Seized Goods Returned. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I note in your issue of to-day an article 
relating to the sale of feathers, signed 
B. 8. Bowdish, and I beg that you will 
publish a few lines I give you here in 
answer to him. 

Your corre#pondent takes it for granted 
that what the Game Commissioner says 
is law absolute, and that exception may 
not be taken to his verdict. But I say 
to the gentleman that there are a few 
here in New York who are not guided 
so strongly by what the Commissioner 
says, nor do they take the same view of 
the sectiong of the forest, fish, and game 
laws that he does. On the contrary, these 
people claim that the Commissioner’s 
stand is not well taken, and expect to 
prove their stand, should it be necessary. 

The Audubon Society of this State, 
which institution by the way has taken 
& not too honorable stand in this late 
controversy regarding the selling of cer- 
tain feathers in this State, know per- 
fectly well that under the present laws 
they cannot affeat a sale of, nor can 
they interfere with the trafficking in, im- 
ported plumage. They have given us 
proof that they know it, as witness their 
attempt to pass an amendment to the 
laws in 1905, and, further, in speaking of 
the Silz case (referred to by them as ap- 
plying to plumage) they say in their De- 
cember issue of Bird Lore: “If this law 
is pronounced constitutional it will also 
apply to and will by a slight amendment 
to the present plumage law prevent the 
sale of aigrettes.”” This clearly shows 
that the Audubon Society knew they could 
not affect the selling of imported plum- 
age without further legislation, and yet 
they have agitated against it, bulldozed 
and threatened small milliners, and but 2 
week or so ago raided a number of the 
largest concerns in Rochester, seizing 
their goods and doing other damage, al- 
most irreparable. And then in the public 
press of June 26 we find the Game Com- 
missioner issuing a statement that these 
raids were made without his authority or 
the authority of any of his office, and 
ordering the goods seized to be returned 
at once, saying nothing further would ve 
done in that matter. 

Mr. B. 8. Bowdish says in his letter 
that ‘“‘a law whose constitutionality had 
been abundantly sustained by the courts 
was to be enforced,”’ and in reply to this 
I put myself on record as saying that 
never yet has a single decision been rend- 
ered in this State regarding either the 
constitutionality of the law or the law 
itself as it regarded the sale of imported 
plumage. I might call the gentleman's 
attention to the fact that decisions rend- 
ered in the courts so far have applied 
only to the flesh of birds or fish for edible 
purposes, and never as to their plumage. 

I wish to say further that I “take up 
the cudgels in defense"’ of A. G., as he 
did of the “small milliner,” and that I 
want to tell him that, in this land, the 
mere fact that a Commissioner says he 
has interpreted the laws so and so dves 
not make the other man a criminal.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At a meeting of a Democratic district 
club the other night I was struck foroibly 
by @ reason given by a speaker for not 
making an extended speech. He stated 
that as it would be some months before 
the Fal! and campaign time arrived, many 
things might happen meanwhile, and he 
deemed it wise to say as little as possible. 
He concluded by exhorting those present 
to foster a spirit of unity among Demo- 
crats; in effect, “keep in line until you 
are told what to do; we are bound to win 
in the Fall,” and so on, ad infinitum.

ROOSEVELT HOME FIX 
IS LAID TO PARSONS 


Tried to Play Politics with the 
Project, Graham Says. 


NEVER GAVE ANY MONEY 


Contract for the Collection of Funds 
an Open Record, Mr. Graham 
Also Declares. 


George E. Graham, who has been exits | 
cised recently in connection with the| 
Rosevelt Home Club and is a member of 
the Executive Committee and of the 
“Public Funds Committee,” which was 
collecting money to buy the Roosevelt 
birthplace, in Twentieth Street, issued a 
complete statement yesterday of hig con- | 
nection with the enterprise. At the same} 
time he replied to Representative Her- 
bert Parsons, who in resigning from the 
club several days ago said he did so be- 
cause its affairs were not conducted as he 
thought they should be. 

Mr. Graham charges Mr. Parsons, who! 
is the Chairman of the Republican Coun- 
ty Committee, with playing politics, and 
says that neither he nor any of the 
friends whom he brought in with him} 
ever contributed a cent toward making 
the Roosevelt birthplace a permanent me- 
morial. He says, too, that it is just as 
well that Mr. Parsons quit, and that it 
would be well for the club if some of the | 
alleged friends of Mr. Roosevelt who 
never supported the organization, either 
morally or financially, would also drop 
out. 

Far from any secret contract being in 
existence under the terms of which the 
promoters of the club were to receive 50 
per cent. of the amount collected from 
the public, Mr. Graham says that the/ 
contract which Mr. Parsons referred to 
Was spread on the minutes of the club, 
where it could be seen by every member, 
and that its provisions were that not 
more than 50 per cent. was to be spent for 
all the purposes of the organization, ool- 
lecting, clerk hire, postage, stationery, 
&c. At the time of his resignation from 
the club Mr. Parsons said that he never 
knew he was Chairman of the Finance} 
Committee. Mr. Graham shows a letter | 
which would indicate that Mr. Parsons 
Was mistaken. 

“Late last year,” said Mr. Graham, 
“it was discovered by many of the Prest- | 
dent’s friends that the organization | 
known as the Roosevelt Home Club was | 
financially in a bad condition and that 
the methods used for the collection of 
money were of doubtful nature and thet 
funds subscribed by individuals were be- 
ing misappropriated. 

“It happened, however, that the club 
stood in danger of being .governed by 
either the Democratio faction of Mr. Par- | 
sons’s Congressional district or the Re-| 
publican faction opposed to him. Using 
the first reason as a lever, Mr. Parsons | 
undertook to capture the club and throw | 
it over to his own political use. He sent 
for Roderick Begg, a young lawyer of | 
prominence in Republican circles, and | 
asked him to become President of the 
club, Mr. Begg responded, and Mr. Par- | 
sons gave him the names of thirty per-| 
sonal friends of political connection, who | 
he asked should be elected members of the 
club. They were so elected, and what I

CHURCH SERVICES HELD 
IN OLD BETTING RING 


Many Converts Obtained at 
“Track Meet” In Morris Park. 


ABODE OF SIN, PASTOR SAYS 


Another Speaker Says Many Souls 
Were Lost There Forever—700 
In Congregation. 


The Evangelistic Committee of New 
York City had what the programme called 
a “track meet” yesterday afternoon at 
the old Morris Park race track. Services 
have been held there every Sunday for 
some weeks, led by the Rev. Alfred Nichol- 
son of the Van Nest Presbyterian Church. 
This congregation was organized not long 
ago, and before holding the meeting at the 
race track it met in a hall. 

Yesterday the Evangelistic Committee 
took charge and Mr. Nicholson presided. 
All of the seats provided were occupied, 
probably 700 persons being present. 

The main address was delivered by the 
Rev. Francis BE. Smiley of Denver, who 
preached on salvation. He made no ref- 
erence to the peculiar surroundings, and, 
indeed, although the meeting was held in 
the betting ring, there were few signs of 
former activities, for the main part of the 
space under the grand stand was cut off 
by high screens, which were decorated 
with flags. 

There were some blackboards stattered 
around, however, and while one of them 
bore a notice of the meeting, another still 
carried some mysterious remarks about 
jockeys. 

The opening invocation was by the Rev. 
B. C. Warren of the Centenary Method- 
ist Episcopal Church. In the course of 
his prayer he said: 

“We rejoice that these scenes, which 
have been consecrated to the service of 
sin and set apart to the purposes of the 
evil one, have come to be used for holier 
purposes, and we pray that this present 
work may prosper." 

At the close of the Rev. Mr. Smiley’s 
address many persens publicly professed 
a desire to lead a Christian life, and be- 
fore dismissing the meeting Mr. Nicholson 
said: 

“We are indeed gind that In this place, 
which has been the scene of all kinds of 
iniquity, where hundreds of souls have 
been lost for time and for eternity, we 
are truly rejoiced to seo-souls saved for 
God here. It is a joy beyond expression.” 

Thore were perhaps a few persons pres- 
ent who had been more familiar with 
Morris Park in days of old than they had 
been with evangelistic meetings. There 
was one man of about forty, with a red 
face and a rather thick voice, who, to 
judge by his comments, had come all the 
way from Manhattan to attend the serv- 
ice. He indulged in a running series of 
half-audible comments on the service, 
and they were by no means all flattering. 
He remarked several times that he was 
getting pretty thirsty, but nevertheless, 
when the preacher called first for mem- 
bers of the church to stand up, and then 
for those who at least wished to be 
saved, the man stood up. He sat down 
again while the preacher was still ex- 
horting those who had arisen, but he re- 
marked apologetically that he couldn't 
stand up all day. 

The Rev. Dr. Shearer, Clerk of the 
Presbytery, and Col, Lindsey and his 
American Volunteer Band, also took part 
in the service.

days. 


SEES PERIL IN GREAT RICHES. 


Dr. Peters Condemns the Amassing of 
Wealth by Unfair Means. 


The Rev. Dr. Madison C. Peters of the 
Baptist Church of the Epiphany, preach- 
ing yesterday morning on the “ Future of 
the Republic,” declared that the concen- 
tration of capital ts a peril to the Repub- 
lic. He said: 

“Until God makes all people’s brains 
just alike, so long will there be rich and 
poor in human society. Those who would 
throw down all the distinctions created 
by wealth or intellect are the enemies cf 
progress. 

‘‘ But there are evils attending our une- 
qua! distribution of wealth fostered by 
artificial and injurtfous legislation until 
it has become oppressive and unreasona- 
ble. The wealth of the country in 1900 
was $94,800,000,000, and three-tenths of 1 
per cent. of the population owned 20 per 
cent. of this wealth, 9 per cent. owned 61 
per cent. of the wealth, while 91 per cent. 
of the people owned only 29 per cent. 

“One-half of the wealth produced in 
this country annually goes as a tribute to 
about 25,000 persons, and thus about one- 
half of our population of over 80,000,000 
are working all the time for 25,000 of 
their fellow-men. 

‘‘No sensible man ought to object to an! 
industrial system which alows a man by 
his genius and industry to make all the 
money honestly he can, but the day will 
surely come when the American people 
will rise up in mighty protest against ac- 
cumulation of wealth by legalized meth- 
ods of robbery by which a few appropri- 
ate what the millions earn.”

MANUEL GARCIA DEAD. 


Celebrated Teacher of Singing Was In 
His 102d Year.

LONDON, July 1.—Manuel Garoia, 
the celebrated teacher of singing and 
inventor of the laryngoscope, died to- 
day at his house in London, in his 102d 


year. 


Manuel Garcia was born at Madrid, 
March 17, 1805. His education began 
early, and at 15 he received instruction In 
harmony from the noted Belgian teacher 
and critic, Francois J. Fétis, and in sing- 
ing from his father, the famous tenor, 
Manuel Garcia, who was also father of 
the great soprano, Malibran. In 1825 
young Manuel accompanied his father on 
a visit to this country. 

Returning to Paris in 1829, he left the 
stage and devoted himself to teaching. 
He subsequently began serious scientific 
inquiry into the conformation of the 
vocal organs, the limits of the registers, 
and the physi¢al mechanism of singing. 
The first result of this study was his ap- 
plication of the laryngoscope, whose value 
is now universally admitted by physi- 
clans. The second result was his “ Mé- 
moire sur la voix humaine,” presented to 
the French Institute in 1840. This gained 
for him the congratulations of the Acad- 
emy, and was the foundation of all sub- 
sequent investigations of the voice. 

He was appointed Professor of Singing 
at the Paris Conservatoire, and published 
in 1847 “‘Traité Complet de l’Art du 
Chant” in two parts, quarto, which has 
been translated into Italian, German, and 
English, and has gained a worldwide 
reputation as one of the standard authori- 
ties on singing. Among Garcia’s most 
successful pupils were Jenny Lind, Cath- 
erine Hayes, Henriette Nissen, (after- 
ward Mme, Saloman,) and M. Battaille. 
In 1850 Garcia resigned his post at the 
Conservatoire and went to London, where 
he became a professor at the Royal Acad- 
emy of Music. He was the father of 
Pauline Viardot, one of the most famous 
of sopranos,

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| HEAVINESS ON PARIS BOURSE.|PATT ROADS’ BANNER YEAR| 


Contemplated Increase of Taxation In- 
duces Heavy Selling.

PARIS, July 1.—The Paris Bourse 
was heavy during the past week, part- 
ly on account of eympathy with foreign 
markets and partly on account of local 


causes. 

The contemplated increase of taxa- 
tion, which will bear particularly on 
Stock Exchange. securities, induced 
many persons to Cispose of their hold- 
ings. French rentes declined to 96% 
in spite of the Government’s efforts to 
uphold prices. It is believed that the 
selling movement will exercise pressure 
on the Government and induce it to 
abandon the much-dreaded income tax. 
As a matter of fact, the Minister of 
Finance has not yet presented his 
project and does not mention it in the 
budget estimates. 

The situation ‘/n Russia is still fraught 
with danger, although a less pessimis- 
tic view is taken of it lately. The fact 
remains, however, that a large portion 
of the last 5 per cent. loan is in the 
shape of floating stock and weighs 
heavily on the market. The apparent 
oversubscription reported by.the issu- 
ing banks provad a fallacy. Bona fide 
subscribers were not as plentiful as 
stags. The banks received and still 
hold a huge quantity of bonds. 

There was not much change last week 
in foreign Government stocks, which 
were dull and irregular, partaking of 
the general weakness. Spanish rail- 
ways fluctuated within narrow limits. 
Copper shares wére somewhat heavy. 
The continued weakness in South Afri- 
cans was accentuated. 


BERLIN BOERSE DEPRESSED. 


Taking of a German Loan by Paris 
Syndicate Causes Sensation.

BERLIN, July 1.—The business trans- 
acted on the Boerse last week was posi- 
tively insignificant, the depression be- 
ing more marked than in any previous 
week since the period of listlessness 
set in. 

Material influence upon the industrial 
stock market was produced by reports 
from the United States. The uncer- 
tainty which seems to prevail in New 
York exchange and the possibility of 
Government action against the big 
trusts have combined to exercise a dis- 
turbing influence here. 

The situation in the money market 
bas not become more. unfavorable, 
Prices are beginning to relax, espe- 
cially in view of a reduction of the dis- 
count rate of the Bank of England. 
There are indications, however, that pri- 
vate discount will once more rise at an 


early date. It was generally anticl- 
pated that the Imperial Bank ‘would 
follow the example of the Bank of 
England and also make a reduction. 
This expectation was not fulfilled. The 
financial position of the Imperial Bank 
continues to show signs of a far heav- 
jer strain than at any corresponding 
period in previous years. 

» The amount of the Japanese loan 
stock recently transferred from the 
United States and placed in the Ger- 
man market is estimated at £1,500,000, 
($7,500,000.) 

A mild sensation has beén caused by 
the announcement that a Paris finan- 
celal syndicate has talren up the munici- 
pal loan issued by Frankfort-on-the- 
Main‘of 1,500,000 marks. The German 
market for all’ domestic loans is very 
flat just now. ‘This is the first time a 
French group of bankers has ever taken 
over 2 G2rman municipal loan, and this 
fact is regarded as a symptom of an 
approaching era of closer financial re- 
lations between Germany and France 
as a result of the agreement over the 
Morocco question. 


BRITISH TRADE GOOD. 


Raw Materlals Steady and Manufac- 
tured Articles in Good Request.

LONDON, July 2.—The Times finan- 
cial supplement says: 

“Reports touching last week’s com- 
mercial position indicate that with few 
exceptions raw materials were steady 
and manufactured articles in good re- 
quest. Although the stock-taking pe- 
riod frequently checked the regular de- 
mand, prices mostly were unaltered. 

“Wheat ruled fairly steady, flour 
dull, oats slow, «nd maize and barley 


weaker. 
“The cotton trade was dull for raw 


material, with vrices somewhaZ easier. 
Yarns were in good demand and well 
sold. In cloth the chief feature was 
continued dullness in India and China 
staples. Native clip wool was easier, 
but Colonial was steady.

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Earnings of Year Just Closed 
Greatest in Country’s History. 


LARGER DIVIDENDS RESULT 


Roads In Better Position Than Eyér 
Before to Withstand Possible 
Business Depression. 


The fiscal year just closed has proved a 
banner year for American railroads. 
While it will be many months before the 
official figures for all che railroads in the 
United. States are available, the increases 
that have been shown month after month 
by the railroads making mohthly returns 
indicute a very large increase in both 
sross and net earnings over the figures 
for 1905. While it would be hazardous 
to estimate closely the actual increase for 
all the roads in the country, it seems 
probable from the figures already availa- 
ble that the gross earnings of the raii- 
roads of the United States, covering: ap- 
proximately 219,000 miles of road, will 
show for the fiscal year ended June 30 
an increase of 10 per cent. over the 
2,078,000,000 earned in 1905, according to 
the preliminary report of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. 

The showing in net earnings will also 
te very favorable. It is to be noted, 
however, that the majority of railroads, 
profiting by the exceptional prosperity of 
the past year, following as it did several 
previous years of prosperity, added heav- 
ily to their charges for improvements and 
betterments. Expense accounts were 
heavily charged with ftems representing 
permanent improvements. 

No section of the country has faijled to 
profit by the favorable conditions which 
existed this past year. Every group of 
roads shows its quota added to the in- 
crease in earnings, as might indeed be ex- 
pected from the fact that practically 
every industry has had its fair share of 
presperity. 

From a few of the more important rall- 
roads which have already reported for 
eleven months of the fiscal year some 
idea may be had of the general course of 
railroad earnings during the past year. 
Below are given figures which cover a 
dozen roads located in widely separated 
sections of the country. The table shows 
the actual gross and net earnings for the 
eleven months ended May 8, compared 
with the earnings for the corresponding 
period last year, and an estimate of the 
gross and net earnings for the full year 
ended June 80, compared with the actual 
figures for 1905:

To expect for next year increases as 
great as those that have been shown this 
past year would seemingly be borrowing 
too much of hope. Phenomenal as the 
progress of the country has been in past 
years, {t seems the part of prudence to 
anticipate not necessarily a falling off in 
earnings In 190T compared with 1906, for 
there Is nothing to indicate such an event, 
but at least a smaller ratio of increase 
thaa hae been shown this past year. 

In this connection, however, it is a fact 
worth remembering that even if this year 
should show a falling off compared with 
the year just qnded the railroads will be 
able to reduca expenses largely, so that 
even a reduction in gross’ would not mean 
necessarily a correspondingly heavy re- 
duction in net earnings. The railroads 
have spent enormous sums, which have 
‘placed them in better condition than they 
ever before had been to meet a period of 
temporary depression in business. The 
vast improvements that have been made 
on the railroads in all parts of the coun- 
try have put them in shape to be operated 
more efficiently, and therefore more eco- 
nomically. This is really an important 
factor in any consideration of the rail- 
road prospects of the future. The im- 
provement of readbed and the additions 
that have been made to rolling stock and 
motive power to meet the enormous busi- 
ness of the past few years have greatly 
strengthened the railroads against any 
setback to trade. 

Should indeed the earnings of the pres- 
ent year compare as favorably with those 
of last year, as they did with the earnings 
In 1905, many increases in dividends, it 
would seem, must needs follow. Already 
a uumber of rallroads have added to their 
dividends. Quite gsecently three or fovfr 
increkses by prominent companies have 
been announced. These include the in- 
crease in the Pennsylvania Company divi- 
aend, and that in the dividends on Pan 
Handl*« preferred, Baltimore & Ohio com- 
mon, and New York, Ontario & Western. 

Stockholders of railroads have been 
watching with great interest the favorable 
showing that has been made by nearly 
every read in the country, and, while they 
are content to see improvements proceed, 
it is not likely that they will await in- 


definitely a larger return on their invest- 
ment when such an increase seems fully 
warranted by a 10ad’s earnings. Already 
; the tninority stockholders in several con- 
| trolled lines are seeking larger dividends, 
land this movement seems increasing 
| rather than diminishing in importance.

COTFON OPINIONS. 
MILLER & CO.—The entire strength of the 
market seems to come from the July manipula- 
tion in New Orleang. There ts nly nothing 
in the accounts to encourage buying. A 
strong effort ig ing made to arouse some 
bullish enthusiasm by pointing out that over a 
period of fifteen years, with three exceptions, 
there has been @ substantial advance from the 
low point of June to the high point of Augus:. 
The exhibitor of this tableau, however, fails to 
add that in no June of the whole fifteen years 
has the low price been anywhere near what 
he ne the low prices now ruling, 10.30 to 
10.40,-while the highest August price in_ the

cultivation of cottom. The world realizes that 
America, raising 75 to 80 per cent. of the total 
has practically a monopoly of the 
culture. It realizes also that a large American 
crop is needed this year. Prices are near the 
lowest point of the year. The question arises, 
then, have not the bearish factors in the shape 
of more favorable weather, the July liquidation, 
the dullness of speculation, and the sympathy 
with a declining stock market been sufficiently 
discounted? ° 


SPRINGS & CO.—The main bullish factors 
continue to be the excellent trade conditions 
and the active demand for spot cotton. It 
looks as {ff the demand for the old crop 
would continue for the balance of the season. 
Taking a broad view, we regard the outlook 
over the enttre belt at present as excellent and 
above the average. While it is not the pre- 
opinion, we think the coming July Bu- 
reau Report should show a slightly improved 
condition over the last report. We doubt if the 
report has more than a temporary effect, and 
should the market decline to the neighborhood 
of 10c. following the report we are disposed to 
advise the covering of short sales.

Bankers Express Doubt That To-day’s | 
Arrivals in London Will Be | 
Taken for New York. , 


The disposition to be made of the $4,000,- 
000 or thereabeuts of gold that is expect- 
ed to arrive in London to-day is a mat- 
ter of much interest to New York bank- 
ers, in view of the resumption last week 
of the gold-import movement. Sterling 
exchange has declined to a level at which 
New York could afford to make a rea- 
sonably high bid for this gold, but it ia 
by no means certain that it will be taken 
for New York. Apart from the fact that 
Paris is also in the market for gold, New 
York bankers are less disposed now than 
they were on the occasion of the last gold 
imports to make any great effort to bring 
in gold. 

Cables to international bankers received 
on Saturday informed them that they 
would have to expect to pay a fairly high 
price for Monday's arrivals of gold !f 
they wanted it. In at least one instance 
the reply was sent that New York was 
not likely to bid up for the gold, inas- 


much as in the opinion of many bankers 
the present situation here does not call 
urgently for gold imports. The position 
taken by these bankers is that money 
will be needed in the Fall much more 
urgently than it is needed now and that 
prudence suggests that New York store 
up its resources, so far as these are rep- 
resented by its ability to draw gold from 
Europe, until such time as the moving of 
the crops has begun to deplete New York's 
stock of money and makes necessary its 
replenishment.

“interests ’”’ in many instances, and Di- 
rectors and executive officers were draft- 
| ed from the insurance companies and put 
| on the boards and the committees of the 
| affiliated institutions. It was contended 
that the insurance companies had, as a 
matter of fact, profited largely by their 
| investment in bank and trust company 
| stocks, both in appreciation of the securt- 
| ties and in the income return received. 
| It was pointed out that the insurance 
company got in “on the ground floor,” 
even if its Trustees or Directors did the 
|} same thing, and that if they had built up 
| their private fortunes by virtue of thelr 
| “inside” information of what the insur- 
ance company was going to do at their 
own direction, the assets of the company 
itself “the funds of the policy hold- 
ers,”” as the stock phrase went, were also 
increased. The following table, furnished 
by the Lquitable Life, which was per- 
; haps ths largest investor in bank and 
trust company stocks, to the Armstrong 
| Committee, affords a wood criterion by 
which to judge these propositions. Unfor- 
; tunately similar statistics do not appear 
have been prepared by the Mutual 
Life, which ran the Equitable a close race 

the matter. The Equiltable’s table 
shows: Book value; market value on 
Sept. 30, 1905; average price pald by the 
Equitable for all its holdings; dividend 
rate; income return on market price; in- 
come return to Equitable.

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Current quotations on such of the 
stocks in the table as are quoted here 
have raised the market prices in several 
instances, but the dividend rate, and 
hence the return to the Dquitable, remain 
the same as given above And the average 
return upon all these stocks, long pointed 
to as the cream of the cream of life in- 
surance investment, is but 4.7 per cent. 
to the Equitable. The society, then, in 
} consideration for the deposit of some $30,- 
000,000 of its cash at rates far below 
the average of the money market, was re- 
ceiving under the old régime an average 
dividend return only 2 per cent, greater 
than it might have received on the old- 
fashioned form of. life insurance invest- 
ment, bond and mortgage loans. No 
greater advantage is apparent when the 
comparison is made with a fair invest- 
ment basis for first-class railroad stocks, 
and if 4 per cent. is taken as a similar 
basis for railroad bonds, it appears that 
the Equitable was receiving less than 1 
per cent. more on its bank and trust com- 
pany stecks than it might calculate to re- 
ceive on its railroad bond investments. 
Meantime, the average dividend rate of 
the fifteen institutions In the table was 
14.9 per cent. 

The explanation appears from a com- 
| parison of the prices given in the first 
|three columns. The Equitable did not 
| get in “‘on the ground floor” in many of 
| the stocks noted. 
| At the present time there fs a strain of 
|} the academic in a discussion of bank and 
trust company stocks as a feature of life 
| Insurance investment, inasmuch as the 
companies are not only, under the new 
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laws, forbidden to acquire any more, but 
are also bound to dispose of their present 
holdings of these and all other stocks 
within five years. But there is at least one 
crumb of comfort in a showing like that 
made for the Equitable to the policy 
holder who has been worried over the ar- 
gument so frequently advanced, that the 
Armstrong Committee crippled the earn- 
ing capacity of the insurance companies 
by cutting off their right to hold bank 
and trust Company stocks. He may reas- 
sure himself by the fact, and may cite it 
to his Senator or Assemblyman when an 
effort is made in some future Legislature 
to amend the investment law, that bond 
and mortgage loans will yield 4.5 per cent. 
of the 4.7 per cent. realized by the Bquita- 
ble on its bank and trust company invest- 
ments, and that the remaining .2 per cent. 
can probably be picked up by putting to 
work some of the cash that used to lie 


,idle in these institutions, even if it is not 


more than counterbalanced by the elimi- 
nation of the sub-basement profits that 
used to flow to the chosen few through 
the acquisition and manipulation of the 
securities themselves.

JERSEY AFTER AUTOISTS, TOO. 


Failure to Register and Get Licenses 
Troubles Many Phiidelphians. 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 1.—The Phila- 
|delphia motorists, who started out this 
;morning for a run to the seashore, ex- 
pecting that the new automobile law 
would not be severely enforced, made a 
mistake, and they kept their licensing 
agent busy. More than 200 arrests were 
made between Camden and this city by 
country constables. They took the offend- 


; ers before some waiting Magistrates who 


immediately began to impose fines. 

Each machine has to be registered, and 
the registration certificate shown on de- 
mand. The fact that a machine Is regis- 
tered does not entitle any one to drive it 
except those who are licensed. One ef- 
fect of these provisions is to get the 
owner into trouble, even if he has a 
chauffeur who is licensed. If the chauf- 
feur is not licensed, then both the owner 
and driver are lable to fines. This was 
the case in most instances to-day. Fre- 
quently a car was not licensed. Then 
the owner was fined. 

If the chauffeur had failed to register 
and be licensed he was fined also. In 
many cases the owners registered ‘their 
machines, but their drivers failed to ob- 
tain licenses. Again some men were found 
driving cars of greater power and speed 
than the permits called for. That let the 
driver in for a fine. 

Some of the arriving parties declared 
that their descriptions must have been 
telephoned ahead, for if they were stopped 


in one town they were almost sure to be 
stopped in the next, too. To-day the 
officials of Hamnfonton and Waterford 
were particularly active, and every ma- 
chine which passed through those places 
was halted and made to produce registry 
certificate and license for the operator. 
The Justices were busy fining for lack of 
certificates, and the money poured in. 

L. H. Hooper, the agent here for regis- 
tering machines and issuing licenses to 
drivers, opened his office to-day and 
worked as rapidly as possible. A long 
line of machines was still in front of his 
office late to-night. 


WORKMEN IN NEW YORK 
EARNING BETTER WAGES 


State Labor Department Figures 
Show Improvement This Year. 


MEN DEMANDED EVERYWHERE 


Many Strikes and 256,000 Work Days 
Lost in Three Months in 
Consequence. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, July 1.—One of the most im- 
portant statements made by Commissioner 
Sherman in the quarterly bulletin of the 
State Department of Laber is that wages 
in the first three months of this year are 
considerably above the average. 

In these three months the average earn- 
ings of 838,000 workmen employed in fac- 
tories, stores, hotels, railway service, con- 
struction work, and other occupations, the 
Commissioner points out, were $2.33 a day 
or $212 for the quarter. 

A year ago the average quarterly earn- 
ings of organized wage workers were only 
$187, as compared with the present figure 
of $212; but last year the average dura- 
tion of employment in the three months 
was only 66 days, as compared with 71 
days this year. In no other recent year 
hag the average number of days of em- 
ployment in the first quarter exceeded 68. 

The extraordinary demand for labor is 
not confined to the building and construc- 
tion industries, where it is most marked, 
but {is characteristic of nearly all thé 
industries of the State. Thus in the cloth- 
ing industry the average duration of em- 
ployment in January, February, and 
March was 64% days this year, as com- 
pared with 56 days a year ago; and as the 
daily wage averaged fully as much ($2.47 
as against $2.42) the total earnings 
amounted to $159, as contrasted with $136 
last year. In the railway service quar- 
terly earnings averaged $234 and $226 re- 
spectively; in the metal and machine 
making trades, $212 and $205 respectively; 
in the printing trades, $252 and $223; in 
the furniture and wodd working trades, 
$194 and $172; in cigar making, $147 and 
$141, &c. 

The estimated cost of buildings author- 
ized in the metropolis in the first quarter 
of 1905 ($50,000,000) was unprecedented, 
but has been largely exceeded by the first 
cost of bulldings projected in the first 
quarter of 1906, which was no less than 
$64,700,000, the increase being in the Bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and Queéns. In 
Brooklyn work has been begun on hun- 
dreds of new buildings authorized in 1906, 
so that at the end of the quarter there 
were 11,200 new buildings in process of 
erection in that borough. 

There were thirty-six new industrial dis- 
putes during the first quarter this year, 
which is considerably above the average. 
A few of these were on a large scale, and 
were also protracted disputes, notably the 
strike of 3,000 housesmiths and bridge- 
men in New York City for an advance in 
wages from $4.50 to $5 a day, the printers’ 
striks for an eight-hour day, and several 
strikes in the clothing trades of New’ York 
City. The aggregate amount of working 
time lost by reason of all the labor dis- 
putes in the quarter is estimated to be 
256,000 work days, which is+*less than the 
time lost on account of the New York 
City building trades dispute alone in the 
first quarter of 1905.
